RESULTS OF SPA CONFERENCE REVIEWED.

The only excuse was Bolshevist interfozence in Polish affairs. 
Poland was legitimately afraid of Soviet Russia and was anxious to 
bate some form of buffer scate. 


- Anaundependent Poland was essential io the whole fabric of 
peace. {f the Bolshevists aver-ran Poland and they marched right 
up to th: German frontier thatis a great temptation [o Germany. 
Ut would be a cheap was of escaping frum their obligations if there 
were miliona of trained men in Germany, and the effect af. the 
Rolshevists ronning over Poland might be to deprive the Allies of 
the iruits-of victory. Therefore, the Allies had concluded that ther 
must take steps to arrest the destruction of Poland and the march 
of Bot-revist armies through Poland, The Note sent from Spa to 
the Soviet Government was sent with the full consent of the Alles. 
The Ales had made it clear to Poland that ther woule assist 
Polacd tn defend ker own frontiers aud own independence. The 
Polish Premier undertook to withdraw the Polish army to tbe 
legitimate frontiers of Poland and to defen those frontiers and seek 
peace on that basis.

It will therefore 
be seen that in tha beginning of 
1917 two Codes were simultane- 
ously used in Hongkong, viz, the 
Chiha Seas Code, giving the 
position and direction of motian 
of typhooa or depression centres, 
and the Local Code giving position 
of typhoon centres when at cor- 
tain distances from the Colony. 
Tp having bean repeatedly stated 
that the Loca) Code could not be 
considered as necessarily imply- 
ing that bad weather was expect- 
ed locally, it would seem the 
obvious thing to replace both 
codes by one, giving the positions 
ete. with accuracy, and introduca 
another code. that warned the 
Colony of the approach of bad 
weather and gales. 

These objects were satis- 
factorily accomplished by the 
introduction of .the Hongkong 
Non-Local and Lecal Codes. The 
Non-Local Code gave the position 
of typhoon ard  depressios 
centres by means of Istitoda and 
longitude, thedirection of movion, 
velocity and time, to which the 
signal referred being signalled by 
appropriate symbols. The Local 
Code made use of the symbols 
familiar to the Colony for so 
many years, but gave them 
a significance more in keeping 
with ‘the popular ideas already 
referred to, Le. tha indication of 
the probability of gales and con- 
sequent bad weather. On June 
Ist, 1920, ro meet the wish fora 
code uniform with that of Shang- 
hai acd Indo-China, the Nov- 
Loeal Code was discarded and the 
China Seas Code adopted. The 
principle of the latter differs 
slightly from the Hongkong Code. 

It should be nosed that the 
China Seas Code, like its 
predecessor the Hongkong Non- 
Local Code, is arranged to give 
very definite information. Un- 
fortunately. owing. to various 
causes, principally distance of the 
typhoon-centre from reporting 
stations and tolegraphic delays, 
the position given may be some- 
what in error, but is the best that 
can be given with the data avail- 
able. : 

‘At the present, time, therefore, 
the Istes! -information available 
at the Royal Observatery as to 
the position, metion etc. of 
typhoons or depressions is signal- 
led on Blackheads Hill by means 
of the China Seas Storm Signal 
Code. Immediately anything is 
to band that in any way modifies 
the signal, the signal is altered 
accordingly.

Paris, June 2-—An ‘eloquent 
plea for an improvement of the 
conditions under which the 
officers and sous-officiars af the 
French Army are living is 
mada by General de Castelman 
in the Echo do Paris. Before the 
wart the French officor was pro- 
bably the worst psid in tha world, 
and althongh since 1914 bis pay 
has been increased it is still 
pitifully small apd offers nothing 
but a life of what is now being 
called hore “gilded misery” fot 
the man without private means. 

General de Castlaman bases his 
pleaas much on the interest of 
the State and she community. 
which in a last resort has te rely 
on the braics and bravery af the 
Army. as on the sheer justice of 
the olficerm’ cause. He declares 
that in present circumscances 
bachelors, by the exercise of the 
sirictes! parsimony, Can mabage 
to make both ends meet, but that 
for married offieers with families 
existence is hardly removed from 
beguary.

A married 
exptain without children is. paid 
in 211 950%, as against the L3v7h 
which is the minimum salary of 
a= Commissioner of Polica, who 
receives in additian a cansider- 
able number af bonuses, extra 
duts pas. &e. Anarther casa. 
an:tan even more stmking ona, is 
that of an artillery miojor. a oupil 
of the GSeole  Polytochoigue. a 
wearer of inany military decota- 
tions, inchiding othe  Uroix 
de Guarre, whe arting a8 
a military enginver in 
(Paris at 110i, a month. The 
head of the civil workshop, who 
jn in quite a subordinate positions, 
and who receives his orders irom, 
the soldier, receives 12597. Those 
two know how dear living in the 
ezpital is te-day will realize how 
niggardly is the State provisian 
which gave as an allowance for 
Paris the pitiful sum of 57. aday. 
Striking examples are sivea of 
officers who, to keep their homes 
together, bave to undertake cleri- 
cel work of the meanest type in 
‘the evening or on days when thay 
rare off duty.
